Master Pilot Francis Edmund Bond, appears 
to have taken an unnecessary risk in proceed- 
ing so far down at the time of tide at which 
the accident occurred, and that he very blameably 
proposed to the Captain of the “ Dorothea,” when 
crossing the ridge, about an hour or two before the 
accident, “to take hig risk,’ which is highly irre- 
gular, and they trust will in future be unheard of.

An Act for establishing a Copper Currency in the 
Settlements of Penang, Singapore and Malacca. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
date of the passing of this Act, the provisions of 
Acts AAT. of 1835 and XXII. of 1844, shall not 
be deemed to apply to Copper Currency of the 
Settlements of Penang, Singapore and Malacca. 

I]. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the Ist day of January 1848, the following 
Copper Coins only shall be received at or issued 
from any Government ‘Treasury within the said 
Settlements: 

I. A cent. weighing I44 grains troy, 

2. A half cent. weighing 72 grains. 

3. A quarter cent. weighing 36 grains. 


III. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the date of the passing of this Act, the said 
cent. shall be legal tender throughout the said Set- 
tlements for ;4,, of a Dollar, and the said half cent, 
for ,4,; of a Dollar, and the said quarter cent. for 
+o of a Dollar. 


IV. Provided always and it is hereby enacted, 
that none of the said Coins shall be legal tender 
except for fractions of a Dollar. 


V. And it is hereby enacted, that after the Ist 
day of January 1848, no other Copper Coins or 
Tokens than those specified in Section II. of this 
Act shall be legal tender of payment for the frac- 
tional parts of a Dollar within the said Settlements. 
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VI. And it is hereby enacted, that with the 
exception of the Copper Coins specified in Sec- 
tion IJ. of this Act the circulation in the said Set- 
tlements after the said day of all Copper Coins or 
Tokens not being the authorized lecal Coinage of 
any British or Foreign Government is prohibited.

T. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
date of the passing of this Act, the provisions of 
Acts XXI. of 1835 and XXII. of 1844, shall not 
be deemed to apply to Copper Currency of the 
Settlements of Penang, Singapore and Malacca. 

II. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the Ist day of January 1848, the following 
Copper Coins only shall be received at or issued 
from any Government Treasury within the said 
Settlements: 

}. A cent. weighing 144 grains troy, 

2. Ahalf cent. weighing 72 grains. 

8. <A quarter cent. weighing 36 grains. 

III. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the date of the passing of this Act, the said 
cent. shall be legal tender throughout the said Set- 
tlements for -1, of a Dollar, and the said half cent. 
for z1, of a Dollar, and the said quarter cent. for 
tian Of a Dollar. 

IV. Provided always and it is hereby enacted, 
that none of the said Coins shall be legal tender 
except for fractions of a Dollar. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that after the Ist 
day of January 1848, no other Copper Coins or 
Tokens than those specified in Section II. of this 
Act shall be legal tender of payment for the frac- 
tional parts of a Dollar within the said Settlements, 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that with the 
exception of the Copper Coins specified in Sec- 
tion IJ. of this Act the circulation in the said Set- 
tlements after the said day of all Copper Coins or 
Tokens not being the authorized legal Coinage of 
any British or Foreign Government is prohibited. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that after the 
said day any person who shall circulate, or attempt 
to circulate, in the said Settlements, any Copper 
Coins or Tokens other than those specified in Sec- 
tion Il. of this Act, and not being the authorized 
legal Coinage of any British or Foreign Govern- 
ment shall on summary conviction before a Magis- 
trate be liable to a fine not exceeding Ten Rupees,

LOCH RYAN LIGHTHOUSE. 


The Commissioners of the Northern Lighthouses 
hereby give notice, that the Beacon erected in the 
year 1843 upon Cairn Ryan Point, within Loch 
Ryan, in the County of Wigtown, has been con- 
verted into a Lighthouse. the Light of which will 
be exhibited on the night of the 3d of Maich 1847, 
and every night thereafter, from Sun-set to Sun- 
rise. 

The Light is chiefly intended to open up the 
anchorage of Loch Ryan. 


The following isa specification of the Lighthouse, 
and the appearance of the Light, by Mr. Alan Steven- 
son, Engineer to the Commissioners: 


Loch Ryan Lighthouse is situated upon Cairn 
Ryan Point, on the Eastern. Shore of the Loch, in 
N. Lat. 54° 59” 26", and W. Long. 5° 1/47". The 
Light will be known to Mariners as a Fixed Light 
of the natural appearance. The Lantern, which is 
open from S, by W. } W. round to N. 3 HE. in a 
westerly direction, is elevated 30 feet above the 
level of the Sea; and the Light will be seen at the 
distance of !0 miles, and at lesser distances, ac- 
cording to the state of the atmosphere. 


And the Commissioners hereby further give no- 
tice that, by virtue of a warrant from the Queen in 
Council, dated 19th December 1846, the following 
Tolls will be levied in respect of this Light, viz.:—
